of Hen I firſt ſaw the Titi: Page of AM. Cary's Book 
I& poſted up, profeſſing a clear dem-nitration , that 
YV/S the KeſwrrretTion of the Witneſſes, ſpoken of in Revel. 
WOVLO/A2 2 1. was accompliſhe; I was glad to ſee a Treatiſe 
WSEDIEDS of that nati.re come forth; partly as ſuppoſing 
that the Lord might have brought to publike view,'ome more 
ſatisfaRory Expoſition of that difficu'r Scriprure, then had yer 
ſeen the light ; bur chiefly as conceiving ſome hopes, that per-= 
adventure the ſad ſeaſon might be already paſt for the ſlaying 
of the Vitneſſesz the neer approach whereof is much feared by 
many of the Saints. And as naturally men are apt to believe 
things to be as they deſire to have th:m; ſo did I finde more 
willingnefſe in my minde, eo diſpoſe me to cloſe with the Ay- 
chors judgement, then I found reaſon in thac Book to periwade 
me to it 3 for when char Treatiſe came co my hands, I read it 0- 
ver with much greedinefſe and exp«Rarion, till I. came to that 
place, where the commencem-nt with the expiring of the time 
tor the 1/imneſſes propheſying m ſack clotb,is it ited, which if righe- 
Iv placed, would have been the Key to. unlock the Controver- 
fies of the Text; but being miſplaced ferv'd only ro check my 
expeCation; for, if ſpecious alluſions (of which cbe Author is 
not deftitute) could have cleared the rexc without the right 
clue of Chronology, the taske had been long fince performed 
by divers qthers ; who not only with as good colour for the 
phraſe ofthe contexr, bur alſo wich much more ex:Aneſſe for 
the Hiftoricall application, have publiſhed their conjeRures ups 
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This Author profefſes to go a Way differentfrom all others: 
for inthe Epiſtle to the Reader I finde theſe words, Thet whicg 
I chiefly aime at in thu diſcourſe, 1s that which is not yet printed by a- 
ny other, and whether any other have yet obſerv:d it, I know not.. And 
yet ſo confident is thisFemale-Minifſter 27, Cary in her ſole in- 
vention; as it there might not be ſo much as roome left to doubr 
whether ſhe had performed her undertaking 3 for thus I finde in 
the Poſt-ſcript,that the Wiener are indeed flaine, and riſen, and 
do ſtand upon their feer, is alrogether unqueſtionable , becanſe 
(as appears by the foregoing diſcourſe) this propheſie of the 
{laying of theWitneſfſes and of their rifing,&c.is in every parti- 
cular Jota and tirtle of ir moſt exaQly accompliſhed ; the like 
confidence ſhe diſcovers in the Epiſtle Dedicatory, and in the 
Preamble, and in divers other paſſages of che Book, And truly 
ic is pity cthata woman of her parts ſhould build wich fo much 
contin upon fo rotten a foundation; the diſcovery whereof 
w the drift of theſe following lines, | 

As there are many things in that Book which are good, and 
of which a Chriſtian improvement may be made ;. ſo are there 
divers paſſages, both in her expoſicion, and alfo in her appli-- 
cation, which areliable ro juſt exception ;: yer that part con- 
cerning the time of the RefurreQtion of the Witneſſes, is thae 
which I purpoſely choſe to debate, 3. Becauſe the Authors 
maine confidence lies there, 2. Becauſe moſt of the other mi- 
Rakes in that Treatiſe will Rand or fall with the date of the Re- 
farre&ion, as being ether trained to comply with it, or drawn 
by inference from it, 3. Becauſe the ordinary Reader may be 
moſt aptto paſſe over thoſe pafſages of theBook without ſearch, 
3, through credulity, not fuſpeting whatthe Author obtrudes 
fongranted , or, 2.for want of skill in ciphring ,. not being a- 
ble ro caft uprhe Accomps of years and dayes memioned by 
the Author ;. or, 3. through want of Hiftory, not being fur- 
oifhe with ſuch Books as handle the matters. of fa&, which the 
Author relates ; which things, as I have diligently ſearcher inro 
for my own farisfaCtion, concerning the time ſtared in A, Ca- 
ry's Book :fo I judged ir my duty, having ſeen the Authors mi- 


Rakes in thac poinr, ro publiſh briefly fomewhat co keep others 


frombeing carried away in thoſe miſtakes.. 


Thar. che way of my proceeding may be the more clear, I 
ſhall defire the Chriſtian Reader to take notice of. thus much, 
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difference between us, is that of which we read, Revel.1 r.ver.1r. in 
theſe words, Hd after #bree dayes and an half ghe Spirit of life from Ood 
entred imothem, and they flood upon their feet. Mf, Cary in her expo+ 
firion upon this verſe in the 100. page of her Book wrices ehus, 
T he fifth day of April 1 64.5,did the Witneſſes, the Saints flandupon their 
feet, baving a Spirit of life from God put wpon them, This is the Aus 
ebors affertion, whoſe ground I ſhall recite and examine, Only by 
the way ; if any ſhould ask,what is meant by the ewo Witneſſes ? 
Wilſon in hisDi&ionary for theRevelarion,reſolvs ic in theſe words 
[10 Witneſſes] « competent number of faithful Preachers which teftiffe 
againſt the errors of Antichriſt, and for the Deftrine of Chriſt, thas he 
and this, fo farre as I can learne,is the moſt received interprecationz, 
for my own part,though I will nor now engage to derermine whar 
fort of perſons the Wieneffes are, yer I ſhall acquainr che Reader 
wich this,that by P atrick Forbes, in his Commentary upon the Reve- 
lations, page $8. is hinted to us, asalfo it is by others (chough 1, 
Eary takes no notice of it; and indeed ie makes not for her purpoſe) 
viz. that Elias end Moſes (thoſe two which ”m_—_ with Chriſt at bes 
$rans figuration, Matrh.t7,) are beld forth at the types of the two Witneſ- 
fer, and thus much is intimated to us I the deſcription of the Wits 
nefſes in Revel. 11,5, 6- which 7 ſhall thus make our to you, by 
comparing Scriprure with Scripture, 1, £/ia4 is hinted in verſe 5, 
im theſe words, If any man will bert them, fire proceedeth out of their 
month, and devonreth their enemies; and if any manu will hurt them , he 
muſt in this manner be kitd : This defcription hath reference co Elias 
(who al'o is called E#jb, thus mach 1s clear from 2 Kivgs 1, 10. 
AndE)ijah anſwered and ſaid to the Captaine of fifty, if 1 be a man of 
God, then let fire come dow from heaven, and conſume thee and thy fifty; 
and there came down fire from beaven, and conſumed bim and bis fiſty, 
Luke 9. 54. and when his Dtici +? poop and Fobn ſaw this, they 
faid, Lord, wilt thou that we comm e 10 come down from beaven, 
au1 conſume them, even at Elias did? 

Ele allo is hinted in ver. 6. inthefe words; theſe bave power to 
ſbut heaven, that it raine not in the dayes of their prophefie ; that this 
deſcription hath reference to E/3jab, will be eafily gathered from. 
theſe cexrs, 1 Kings 17.2. Elijah'the T:ſbbite, who was of the inhabi- 
3ant; of Gilead, ſaidunto Ahab, as the Lord God of Tfrael livnth, before 
whom I ſtand, there fþ1] not be dew nor raine theſe years, but according to 
my words. James 5, 17, Elias was a man ſubjeft to like paſſions as we 
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the time ofthe Refernttion of the IInuſſes which is the matter in 52.2 


are, and he prayed earneſtly that it might not raine, and it rained not on 
the earth for the ſpace of rhree yeers and ſix months, 

2, Moſes is hinted in the following part of the 6. verſe in theſe 
words, and bave power over waters to tune them to blood; that this is 
ſpoken with rcference to Hoſes is cleare from Exodm 7, 17, Be- 
hold, I will [mite with the rod that « in my hand, pou the waters which 
are inthe river, and they ſhall be turned to blood, Exod, 17,5. the Lord 
ſaid to M' ſes, go on before the people, and take with thee of the Elders 
of Tjrael; and thy rod wherewith thou ſmoteſt the river, take in thy band, 

Moſes allo is hinted in the next expreſli-:n of the 6,veſe, in theſe 
words, ard to ſmite the earth with all plagwer; that this is ſpoken wich 
refere! ce to Meſer, is cleer from Dent, 34. 10, 11. There aroſe not 
a Prophet ſince ma Tjr el like unto Moſes, whom the Lord knew f ice to 
face, in all tbe ſignes and the wonders which the Lord ſent bim to ds in the 
Lind of Egy pe to Pharaoh, and to all his ſervants, and to all bu land, 
The variety of Plagues wherwith Aoſcs ſmote the earth,is more ar 
large declared in the Hiſtory in Exod. to which I refer the Reader, 

And now [ ſhall give you the account, which 74. Carylaies down 
to make good her opinion, that on the tifth of April 1645, was the 
day ofthe ReſurreRion of che Witneſſes: which,that I may deale 
fai.ly both wich the Author and che Reader, take thus ar large in 
her ewn words, 

P.ige 81. and $2, that term of time which the Beaſt was to continue, 
and the Sai» ts to be trodden under foot, and to propheſie in ſcack-cloth,rs 
a thouſand two hundred and tixeeſcore yeers as app:ars pag. 62. Now 
this 1260 yeeres, being added to the yerre wherein the beaff received has 
deviliſh power, and ſeat, and great athority, in the veigne of Phocas the 
Emperour; which wasgas ſay Hiſiorians, in the year 404.T ſay, adding 
#0 this 1 260, it makes up 1664, and this yeere 1664, ſhould be the yeere 
wherein the Witneſſes ſhould for? their giving teſtin:ony, clothed in ſack- 
cloth : if this 1260, yeers ſhould be computed according to the rule of eA- 
ſtron1mers allowing 365,dayes t - a yeer,and to every fourth yeer addin? a 
diy more: but we fi1de that the holy Ghoſt in this propheſie , not obſer- 
ving that rule, d:tb allow but 360. dyes to a yeere,and according to that 
rule 1260. dayes to three yeers and an half, and iberefore in computing the 
time of the Wiinzſſes, propheſying in ſackcloth, we are to abſerve the rule 
which the boly Gtoft here laies down, to allow 360, dayesto-a yeer, and 
fo the time of the Witneſſes propheſying in ſackcloth, # to expire exghteen 
yeers and almoſt an half, ſooner then as by the other account, aud jo the be- 
ginning of the yeer 1645, was the time, Ofc. 
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begin the war in Ireland, and he continued overcoming the Witneſſes, the 
Samts of Jeſus Chriſt m Ireland and in England, wnill the fifth day of 
April, 1645. and from 1be 23, of Oftober 1641, unto the fifih of A. 
pril 16.45. there 3s juſt a thouſand two hundred and ſixty dayes;wbich.ac- 
cording to the Scriptere account , (though not accordgng to the heather 
account) is three yeers and a balf compleat; and when this three yeers and 
4 balf were expired; which wa 1 ſay, on ihe fifth of April 1645. then 
was the Reſurrection of the Witneſſes, for they baving lain dead for three 
yeers and abalf beforez then the Spirit of life from God entred into ther : 
and the yeer 1645. as it is theyeer wherein the (Puneſſes were raiſed from * 
#he dead, jo it is the yeer wherein tbe terme of time in which they were to 
Pr o; befie in ſackeloth, and to be troddeu under foot was to expire , and 
#he yeer alſo wh.rein the prevailing power of the Beaſt over 1bc Samis was 
#0 expire, as 35 made evident in the opening of the 2 yerle page 60, &c. 
Now tb 14 on tbe fifth day of April 1645. the Saints, Witneſſes , and 
Servants of J*ſus Chriſt were raiſed np,aud tb t then 2 Spirit of life from 
Godentred into them, appears thus: on the fifth dayof April 164; the 
P arliaments Army, x ho bad ſtood for the defence of the Saints «gainſt 
#be Beaſt, and bad been before that time exceedingly overcome, and were 
brought into avery low condition at that time, betug new modelled, and 
baving a great many preciows Saints mit, both eminent Commanders, 
and inferior Officers and common Sonldiers ; and being then put under 
the condutlt of Sir Thomas Fairfax; they then began to march againſt the 
enemy, andiben bad a Spirit of life from God thatentred into them,&c. 

Upon this account the Aurtboris confident, that her new tenet 
is ſufficiently demonſtrated : to which T enter my diſſent ;. and now 
come to ſhow you upon what grounds I am unſatisfied with what I 
have tranſcribed ont.of that Book, and ſhall deſire the ingenuous. 
Reader to weigh the fc liowing exceprions which T ſhall lay down, 
according to the order wherein the taings Iexcept againſtare laid 
downe. 

I. Exception, 

The Author tels us page 81 and 82.T bat Hiſtorians ſay, the yeere 
40, was the yerre wherein the Beaſt received bis deviliſh power and ſeat. 
in the reigne of Phocas tbe Emperour, This being the tirft rootof the 
Account, deſerves througbly to bz examined, as being of. grezteR. 
influence into the preſent controverſie. I ſhall therefore debare ic 
fully, wherein we might have made a more ſhort cur, if che Author: 
had cold us who are thoſe Hiſtorjans, and where they fay (0. I bave. 
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upon this oceafion peruſed vagtery of Hiſtorians ;but all chat T 
have mer with do make the Hiſtory of Phecas at leaſt 200, y, later. 

In the fourth Book of ancient Hiſtory, which out of ſeveral Au- 
thors treats of the Roman Emperours for above 700. yeeres after 
Chriſt, 1 finde but one Emperour Phocsr mentioned, and no other 
of that or the like names & concerning him I chere read thus: Thas 
Mauricius the Emperonr being by droame forewarned of a conſfpiracie a= 
gainſt him byPhocas «Commander of ſome forces i the borders of Sarma 
tia,tbis Mauricius ſent for brr ſon inLaw Philip, and acquainted bim 
therewith : Philip woxdring at it, told the Emperonr that be knew tbe 
mar, namely Phocas, to be ond that durſfinot attempt ſuch 4 deſigns; as 
being too ftarfull, thowgh wicked enowgh 19 doit ; to which Mauricius 
rephed,that he had the more reaſon to take heed of bins becauſe thoſe wich 
ar: fearfull, when once they aſſay wicked enterpriſes , know not how to 
give over, but att with the move crailty : 8 (© it proved in theeventfor 
this Phocas murdeted the Emperour Mawricizs and bis three fons, 
and then being choſen Emperour by that wicked Army whole lea- 
der he was, did at the inſtance of Pope Boniface the third, appoinc 
the ſeat of Rome to be the head of all Churches. 

Szegedin in his Evoking-Glaſſe of the Popes , writes thus, Bons- 
face the third, was by Vhocas the Emperor (who was an adulterer, 
parricide, and Tyrant ) confirmed ohief and ſupreme over all Biſhops. 

DoRor Favasr in his book of antiquiry, p. 436. writes thus. 
This Myſtery of iniquity, in the dayes of Phocas the Emperonr that bad 
murthered bir Maſter Mauricius, ond uſwrped bis crown, began te work 
more ſtrovg'y. For Boniface (Biſhop of Rome) 0h1ainedof Phocas, that 
the Eburcb of Rome ſhould be the bead of all Churabes. ; | 

This is the ſubſtance of what Hiftorians ſpeak concerning rhe 
preeminence of the Konrar Biſhops vbcained inthe reigne of Pho- 
cas, and in this we agree, but the difference lies concerning che 
time, which 44. Cary affirms to bein the yeere 404. and I find-ro 
be inthe yeere 604. or rather a little after;for though Phoca might 
have begun his reign in 604, yet the donation of the ſupremacy to 
Boniface, might well be afcer that yeere, which I the rather affenr 
to, becauſe our induſtrious Countrey man Born the Martyr tels us 
in his Treatiſe of the lives of the Popes, that $4'snian predeceh 
ſour to Boniface, lived under Phocas the Emperour, and for this he 
cites Pla'5na and Yolaterraxusyz and Parerr alſo in his Marrow of Kce 
elefrafticall Hiſtory, makes Phocar's grant of the fapremacy ro Fonts 
face the third, to be aker the ficſt yeer of his Einpire. 
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T (hall now for the ſatisfa&ion of the Reader, fet down what Ihave 
met with in other Auchors,word for word, wich dire&Qions to the pla»
